President Gets Price Estimates. 
President Roosevelt has had es- 
timates prepared of how much re- 
‘tail prices of meat, dairy, poultry 
and wheat products would be 
boosted if crop prices were allowed 
to rise to levels demanded by the 
Senate farm:-bloc. =. 

The estimates, made by the Ag- 
riculture Department on the basis 
of prices prevailing Jan. 15, were:

a pound; milk used in dairy prod- 
ucts, 20 cents a hundred pounds; 
wheat in a pound of flour, three- 
tenths of a cent; wheat in a pound 
of bread, two-tenths of a cent. 
These increases, the department 
told the chief executive, would in- 
crease the nation’s annual food 
bill by a billion dollars, 

Stating that the 15 per cent defi- 
cit in corn and wheat prices could 
be made up in benefit payments to 
farmers, the Agriculture. Depart- 
ment told the President that 100 
per cent parity prices for feed 
would require a 17 per cent in- 
crease in prices of hogs, 5 per-cent

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‘RSEIN FREGHT RATE 


Authorization for Rail and 
Water Carriers Excepts Cer- 
tain Commodities. 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (AP). 
—The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission today authorized rail and 
water carriers to increase freight 
rates and charges in general about 
6 per cent, but excepted certain 
basic or raw_ commodities. 

The carriers had asked for a 
general increase of 10 per cent. 
The amount of the wield in addi- 
tional revenue was not stated in 
the report, but the. commission’s 
staff estimated, on the basis of 
1941 traffic, the increased revenue 
would approximate $203,000,000 per 
year, not including about $46,000,000 
from the passenger fare increase 
already made effective. 

The increase: sought by the car- 
riers would yield, it was estimated, 
about $314,000,000, excluding the 
passenger fare increase.

‘Can't Fight or Run Away,’

SOERABAJA, March 2. — The 
names of the gallant American and 
Dutch pilots of the Catalina PBY’s 
serving in the coastdl patrol, not 
a few of whom have now fallen, 
belong at the top of the roll of 
Java’s heroes, for they have en- 
countered the Japanese invasion 
undem conditions more perilous 
perhaps than any of the others. 

As the Japanese fleet left the 
invasion. ports to cross the Java 
Sea, it was the flyers’ dangerous 
task to remain hovering above the 
enemy craft, finding what cloud 
cover was possible against Jap- 
anese Navy Zeros which can liter- 
ally fly circles around bigger coast- 
al craft. 

Sometimes. the clouds were ex- 
tremely thin, yet radio signals in- 
dicating the progress of the on- 
coming fleet never ceased to come 
in so long as a plane held to the 
air. The observing pilots had to 
keep the Japanese transports con- 
tinually in view, despite heavy anti- 
aircraft fire from the accompany- 
ing cruisers and destroyers which 
alternated with the Zeros’ attacks. 

The luxury of fighter protection 
was denied them, as it is to heavier 
army bombers. But the latter are 
faster and better armed machines 
and are allowed to get away after 
striking. 

An. idea of the terrible strain 
involved is conveyed by Lieut. J. M. 
Robertson, who, when the Jap- 
anese some time ago began send- 
ing experimental convoys south- 
ward, held a long, solitary vigil 
aloft. Robertson, alone, remained 
over a sizable enemy fieet, off 
Borneo, which consisted of three 
cruisers, eight destroyers and 20 


oped satisfactorily’’ but allde- 
tails of the hard-fighting de- 


fense were kept secret.

“Although there is no question 
of a direct threat to Batavia, vital 
objectives are being made useless 
to exclude all risks.” 

(This means the Dutch are de- 
stroying important installations in 
the East Indies capital.) 

“The Dutch and allied counter- 
moves against the invaders’ three 
hard-won beachheads were de- 
scribed in the communique with 
these words: 

“From well-informed circles it is 
heard that action against the Jap- 
anese troops developed satisfac- 
torily. Although in connection 
with the character of the opera- 
tions no details can be published, 
it can be said that the enemy re- 
ceived fair hits.” 

Aneta, Dutch news agency, re- 
ported that up to a short time be- 
fore midnight there had been no 
word of any new Japanese land- 
ings on the Java coast or of the 
approach of any new invasion ar- 
mada.

Supported by a smashing aerial

Coast Guard Given New 
Duties, Commerce De- 
partment Stripped of 
Powers in Move to End 
Confusion Over Authority

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt moved today to 
end the confusion of control over 
wartime shipping in American 
ports through an executive order 


giving to the Bureau of Customs 
in the Treasury jurisdiction over 
inspection and other functions. 

At the same time, the Coast 
Guard, now a part of the Navy, 
was given jurisdiction over con- 
etruction, alteration and repair of 
vessels. What the order does is 
| to strip the Department of Com- 
merce of the powers it has exer- 
cised, through the Bureau of Ma- 
’ vine Inspection and Navigation, 
over shipping. 

Customs inspectors and the 
Coast Guard personnel are consid- 
ered to be most qualified, through 
long experience with conditions 
prevailing in American ports, to 
do the job of policing and to pre- 
vent the kind of sabotage that 
seems to have been rampant. At 
the time of the fire that ruined 
the former 80,000-ton French liner 
Normandie it was pointed out in 
the Post-Dispatch that authority 
was divided between a half-dozen 
different agencies so that respon- 
sibility for that disaster was never 
clearly allocated. 

No Mention of Others. 

Today’s executive order goes a 
long way to clear up the confu- 
sion, but it says nothing about the 
function of the Navy, the Federal 
“Bureau of Investigation, local port 
authorities and other agencies, 
apart from the Bureau of Marine 
Inspection and Navigation, that 
have exercised some jurisdiction. 
At the time of the Normandie fire 
it was said at the Navy Depart- 
ment here that Admiral Adolphus 
Andrews, commandant of the New 
York area, had “general responsi- 
bility” for the safety of the huge 
vessel. 

In New York, a spokesman for 
Admiral Andréws put the responsi- 
bility on a private company that 
had the contract for refitting the 
Normandie as°a troop transport. 
The ship had been renamed the 
Lafayette. 

“To the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms,” the White House an- 
mounced, “under the supervision 
and direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, are transferred those 
functions which pertain to the en- 
trance and clearance, the register- 
ing and licensing, the admeasure- 
ment of vessels and the adminis- 
tration of tonnage duties. This in- 
volves largely the transfer of legal 
authority only, as the field forces 
of the Customs Bureau have al- 
Ways performed these duties. 

“The various units involved have 
been under study by the Bureau 
of the Budget for the past year, 
with the aim of securing better co- 
ordination and increasing their ef- 
fectiveness in time of emergency.” 

Transferred. 


Training 
The order at the same time trans- 
ferred all training of maritime 


personnel from the Maritime Com- 


mission to the Coast Guard. There 
are five state nautical schools, in 
California, New York, Massachu- 
setts, Maine and Pennsylvania, 
aided by Federal grants, which now 
come under the direction of the 
Coast Guard. 

The Coast Guard under the order 
assumes responsibility for all ma- 
rine casualty investigations, Other 
overlapping and duplicating func- 
tions are also unscrambled by the 
order. 

The force built up by the cus- 
toms inspection service is one of 
the most effective in the Govern- 
ment. Hard-boiled agents have a 
thorough knowledge of conditions 
in New York harbor, for example, 
where the dangers of sabotage on 
hundreds of piers have been more 
or less ignored. 

Prior to today’s order the au- 
thority of customs inspectors has 
been divided between other agen- 
cies with no clear cut line of con- 
trol. As a result there have been 
numerous reports of sabotage of 
cargo in such a way that after 
a day or two vessels were com- 
pelled to put back to port, Car- 
goes shifted in such a way, through 
deliberate misioading on the part 
of saboteurs, that vessels would 
begin to list when a few days 
out of port.

» Under and by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by Title 
I of the first War Powers Act, 
1941, approved Dec. 18, 1941 
(Public Law 354, Seventy-sev- 
enth Congress), and as com- 
mander in chief of the Army 
and Navy and as President of 
the United States, it is hereby 
ordered as follows: 

1. The Army of the United 
States is reorganized to provide 
under the chief of staff a ground 
force, under a com ding 
General, Army ground forces;

ing General, Army air forces;

Jap Troop Barges Biasted. 
The special communique said a 
smashing attack by Dutch fighter 
planes Sunday sank nearly every 
one of the heavily-laden barges 
engaged in landing men and tanks 
from 20 transports near Rembang. 
Swooping low with light bombs 
and machine-guns, the fighting 
planes overturned and sank the 
barges, set afire tanks which had 
been put ashore’ on the beaches 
and caused others to be dropped 
into the water, the communique 
said. 

-This attack took place between 
Rembang and Toeban. Toeban is 
on the coast about 50 miles west 
of Soerabaja. 

The extensive fleet of Dutch tor- 
pedo boats also has gone into ac- 
tion, along with submarines, the 
afternoon communique announcing 
that one torpedo boat had sent a 
Japanese flotilla leader to the bot- 
tom of the East Java Sea. By 
flotilla leader, Navy men usually 
mean a large destroyer used by 
the commander of a group of de- 
stroyers. It was this sinking which 
sent to 27 the total of invasion 
ships sunk, damaged, beached or 
burned out. 

Enemy Planes Beaten Off. 
Allied planes continued strang in 
the air, maintaining a continuous 
relay service with bombs be- 
tween their bases and the beach- 
heads, and driving off enemy 
planes which caused two air raid 
alarms in Bandoeng this morning.

BALI—As dawn broke over the 
mountains of Japanesé-occupied 
Bali one morning last week, Dutch 


Java caught sight of a small out- 
rigger canoe with two paddlers and 
two “coolies” sitting in the bottom. 
After a struggle with the currents 
| that rush through the passage con- 
necting the Indian Ocean with the 
Javanese Sea, the canoe grounded 
and was met by a patrol. 

The paddlers were Balinese fish- 
ermen, the “coolies” ‘were 
American dive-bomber pilots. 

They were Lieut. Richard H. 
Launder of Los Angeles and Sergt. 
Gunner I. A. Lnenicha of Seattle. 
Launder is 21 years old, Lnenicha 
a year older. They were reported 
lost after a dive-bomber attack on 
a Japanese convoy to Bali—the 
first such attack by army dive 
bombers in this war. They saved 
themselves from death and capture 
by luck, 

Here is their story as told to 
your correspondent, who saw their 
slender-winged’ craft loaded up 
with a large bomb and two smaller 
ones, a week ago. 

“Our dive was perfect. We 
dropped from 14,000 feet directly 
upon a Jap cruiser. Our ap- 
proach was sideways but,our 600- 
pound bomb hit exactly upon the

flattened out at 1500 feet. Our 
smaller bombs hit each side of the 
bow, making a perfect straddle.

‘En route, the natives gave us 
bananas and coconuts. One native 
chief seemed to think we were 
vagrants, for he presented each of 
us with 25 Dutch cents, the equiv- 
alent of 15 cents in’ American 
money. He warned us that two 
Japs who had been sent as admin- 
istrators to Tabannan were out- 
side. We pushed on afoot and 
spent two days and nights walking 
until we reached the beach at a 
point not far from the Javanese 
Channel. 

“Then we found a boy in a 
prau, but he wanted 100 guilders 
(about $50) to take us across. Hav- 
ing only 6 guilders ($3) between 
us, we were debating whether to 
threaten the profiteer with our 
water-soaked.

HE bad men are cutting us with long knives.” 
Thus, with pleading faces and dark hands uplifted in a 
gesture of prayer, peasants leading an ox-cart migration of 4000 


Indians from Pegu district tell me of bandits on their long, perilous 


trek up the Burma road. 

For more than a mile this 
swarming, dusty caravan of refu- 
gees — wooden axles screeching 
babies wailing, shepherds shout- 
ing at flocks wandering among 
the big-wheeled carts—covers the 
highway like a blanket of sad 
humanity. 

There are 4000 souls here — but 
they are only a fraction of the 
1,250,000 Indians in Burma, most 
of whom now seek the safety of 
their homeland. 

Correspondents en route to the 
front in American “jeeps” must 
wait half an hour to clear a nar- 
row driveway through them, 

In halting English, lean, tired 
guides with home-made spears and 
swords, and only bits of gray cot- 


ton cloth around their loins, call 
out for help. 


“Sahib, we have no money, little 
food and water. We must keep 
moving without rest. If any of us 
strays the bad men with long 
knives attack and rob and _ kill,” 
they say. 

“Won't Hid Majesty’s Govern- 
ment protect us, sahib?’” 

In the countryside, where there 
no longer are police, looting ob- 
viously is rampant and the Indian 
laborers, who always were hated 
by the Burmese national extrem- 
ists, now are the undefended vic- 
tims of whatever bands care to 
ambush, them during their snail’s 
pace plod northward, 

They can go but a few miles a 
day yet they have 400 miles to 
Mandalay and then 250 more dif- 
ficult ‘miles westward to the In- 
dian border. 

Babies have been born on this 
migration since last week. Their 
mothers ride in straw piles on the 
carts 


Stubbled paddy fields are the 


camp sites at night, set up in the 
fashion of American pioneers of 
the West with the carts ringed 
around for safety. 


It is the @ry season now. Vil- 
lage wells are nearly empty and 
even the oxen’s tongues hang out 
during the searing afternoon heat 
in the thick dust which rises from 
the shuffling hooves. 


As the jeeps finally work 
through, a father carrying his 
small, naked son on his shoulder 
and trudging behind a family cart 
crowded with young and old, 
waves good-by and he, too, pleads, 
“Ask help for us, sahib.” 


HEART OF BURMA 
CITY BURNED OUT, 


TOUNGOO, Burma, Feb. 27 (De- 
layed) (AP).—Sitting on the stone 
rail of a tiny Buddhist pagoda in 
the center of burning Toungoo I 
am writing this by the light of 
flames devouring eight square 
blocks of stores and homes. 

It is 9 p.m, Six hours ago 30 
Japanese bombers, escorted by 15 
fighters, dropped high explosives 
and incendiaries. 

An Indian soldier, standing 
guard against looters with a rifle 
slung over his shoulder, tells me 
that 350 Burmans and 40 Indian 
civilians, including a railroad sta- 
tion master, were killed in the 
raid, 

Sparks and smoke swirl over 
the white plaster temple, but for- 
tunately there is no wind to spread 
the flames outward from the rav- 
aged heart of Toungoo.

000 for the week ending Jan. 10 was the peak, but 
| the number will taper off only gradually through 


the spring and into the summbr, conversion charts 
show. In June, 115,000 will still be idle. 

Why should these workers have special attention? 

First, because the State’s unemployment com- 
pensation payments, which are limited to 20 weeks 
at a maximum of $20 a week, will have been ex- 
hausted for thousands of them before they are called 
to work on war production. 

Second, because they make up an indispensable 
reservoir of skilled mechanical workers which cannot 
be allowed to dissipate itself into other kinds of em- 
ployment. These workers will be needed in the 
weeks and months to.come right where they are. In- 
creased benefits for the period of idleness—idleness 
which comes obviously through no fault of theirs— 
will be a small premium indeed for keeping them at 
home ready for work on tanks and planes and guns. 

The jobless of Michigan are not the only American 
workers who have been thrown out of employment 
by the war—by priorities, by the difficulties of op- 
erating small businesses, by the curtailing of count- 
less occupational lines. For example, salesmen by 
the thousands also are victims of the war economy. 

These, too, are to be remembered.’ Their plight 
is no more of their making than is that of the 
Michigan automobile workers. 

But for the immediate moment, chief concern must 
be for the war production reserve in the great in- 
dustrial cities of‘ Michigan and other automobile 
centers. That army of workers must be kept intact 
so that not an hour will be lost in beginning the 
manufacture of equipment the United States and its 
allies so gravely need in the war. 

This situation, with its threat to the morale of 
displaced workers, would not have occurred if the 
automobile influstry had been required by the Gov- 
ernment to convert itself gradually last year, as 
Walter P. Reuther proposed. That, necessarily, is 


water under the bridge. The conversion did not take 


place last year. It is going on now, and rapidly. 

But however rapidly it is taking place, the weeks 
ahead are dark ones for thousands and thousands of 
automobile workers and their families. The House 
Ways and Means Committee did not solve the prob- 
lem when it rejected the administration’s supple- 
mental unemployment benefit bill. That problem is 
still at the door of Congress. 

The latest proposal is for a $150,000,000 appropria- 
tion to be administered by the WPA and thus with- 
out reference to the State unemployment com- 
pensation machinery and its “federalization.” Con-

other plans and work out an adequate solution.

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OTHER WAYS OF SKINNING A CAT. 

Farm bloc leaders have abandoned their plan for 
a conference with the President in an effort to con- 
vince him that Government-held commodities should 
not be sold to keep food prices down. 

One Senator says the plan was dropped because 
it would delay passage of the 32-billion-dollar war 
appropriation bill. But it is probable that the news 
that the President had an answer ready may have 
been a factor too. Mr. Roosevelt had gathered sta- 
tistics to show that the plan would cost American 
consumers a cool billion dollars. ' 

But by less direct methods, the farm bloc may get 
its billion yet. Restrictions, already inserted in 
the Agriculture Department appropriation bill, are 
expected to do the job. In other words, there is 
more than one way of skinning a cat, more than one 
way of slipping over a fast.one on the people, 
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GOV. DONNELL’S STAND ON A STRIKE THREAT. 

Strikes against the Government or the State can- 
not be tolerated. It is this accepted principle that 
Gov. Donnell applies in defying the threat of the 
AFL International Longshoremen’s Association to 
call a strike of State Grain Warehouse Department 
employes ‘in St. Louis unless a weighmaster, fired for 
inefficiency, is reinstated. Such a strike would 
clearly be against the public interest. It would block 
the marketing of grain, a foodstuff vital to feeding 
the population, the fighting forces and our allies. 
It would also be a strike against the authority of 
the State, against the officials delegated by the 
people to administer their affairs. 

It is for these reasons that Gov. Donnell feels that 
a dispute of this sort is not one that can be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. Such a step—would remove 
authority from the State’s hands and place it in the 
hands of an outside group. This process, if con- 
tinued, would ultimately mean turning the State's. 
business over to persons who had not been author- 
ized by the people to handle it, and thus would result 
in a breakdown of State government.

Gen. Hein ter Poorten, the Dutch commander- 
in-chief, welcomed their arrival late last week. “Fight 
like wildcats and fight like hell” against the swarm- 
ing enémy, he urged. 

The reinforcements may be counted upon to J 
this, The American forces undoubtedly are spoiling 
for,a fight—they remember Pearl Harbor. The Aus- 
tralians are fighting in defense of their homes. The 
British have much to avenge. And the Dutch have 
already shown what they can do in the weeks during 
which their toll of Japanese naval forces averaged a 
ship a day. 

This destruction of fighting craft and loaded trans- 
ports must begin to tell on the Japanese in time. 
They are fighting thousands of miles from their 
home bases against enemies whom they outweigh, but 
only temporarily, in air power, naval strength and 
men. Every day in the fighting around Java has 
brought accounts of more Jap ships sunk or dam- 
aged, ships which cannot be speedily replaced or re- 
paired. The vast industrial resources of this country 
are just beginning to make their weight felt. Every 
loss inflicted upon the Japs now will make them that 
much weaker when the showdown, comes, 

Perhaps it is true that Java cannot hold out. But 
the spirit of its defenders assures that it will be a 
costly victory for the invaders.

Within a few days, the Office of Price Administra- 
tion will name the first communities in which de- 
fense work has caused or threatens to cause infla- 
tionary -hikes in rent. At the same “time, it will 
recommend the ceiling which should prevail.

In the old days, that soldier would have 
been sharply disciplined for “showing lack 
of respect to an officer.” But Gen. George 
C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, U. S. Army, went 
to see the air-raid warning station, found it 
darned interesting and told the. soldier so. 

The Chief of Staff was setting an exam- 
ple for other officers of today’s army. The 
buck private had shown initiative; in today’s 
warfare, initiative is priceless, etiquette is 
not. Modern infantry fights with troops 
spread out so widely that the formerly im- 
pressive x“voice of command” is now a 
squawk on the radio-telephone. 

The sense of mass‘that bolstered courage 
in former armies is gone and small isolated 
groups of men are on their own to an un- 
precedented degree. Yet there must be 
teamwork, with planes, tanks, guns. — 

The Genera] Staff, after careful study, 
decided that army training for this war 
must develop understanding co-operation in 
our soldiers, rather than uncomprehending, 
robot behavior. Troops must know what 
to do about it, not only under detailed or- 
ders but when on their own. The higher 
officers, by precept gnd example, are spread- 
ing this new spirit to all officers with the 
troops. The old “bawl ‘em out” tradition 
isn’t yet extinct, but it is disappearing. 

Whenever possible, for instance, each sol- 
dier gets a chance to drill his platoon. 
Whether he does it well or badly, he at least 
learns that “there’s more to being an offi- 
cer than I thought.”

Our Army’s New Discipline 


Old “bawl *em out” school of command is vanishing, writer says; 
spirit of understanding co-operation has taken’ its place; in battle, 
individual initiative is emphasized rather than blind obedience; new 
liberal discipline results in more alertness and better morale.

ficers no longer yell at their men to get 
good results. One infantry Colonel, instead 
of barking an order, explains: “We're going 
over there to hit the enemy’s flank.” His 
men spontaneously break into the double- 
quick. 

The “show ’em” method begins when re- 
cruits are taken for a lecture tour of ex- 
hibits of equipment, on which they take 
notes for future questions. Also, they see 
movies demonstrating everything from 
pitching a tent to firing an anti-aircraft 
gun. One division prepared a comedy in 
which “rookies” made every blunder and 


break in the book. The soldier audience’ 


roared—and painlessly learned the lesson. 

, The spirit of competition is fostered. A 
Signal Corps outfit’s morale was affected by 
one sorehead’s complaint that “this Cap- 
tain’s running us ragged.” The Captain 
drove him to the next outfit’s headquarters 
and asked: “How much wire did you people 
lay yesterday?” They told him, “Fifteen 
miles.” The Captain turned to the grouch: 
“We laid 11. Let’s go back and prove we're 
better than they. are” “ And they did.

Equipment to Be Waiting. 

The supply officer will see that 
all equipment is waiting for the 
first-aid team when its members 
report to the hospital. An ambu- 
lance will have been sent by the 
Ambulance Committee to take the 
team from Firmin Desloge Hospi- 
tal to the scene of the disaster. 

The medical squad will be 
equipped to treat slightly injured 
victims on the spot, and will send 
the more “seriously wounded” back 
to the casualty clearing station. 
The next nearest clearing station 
and two nearby first-aid squads 
also will be notified to be on the 
alert in case their services are 
needed, 

The complete staff of the Med- 
ical Communications Committee 
meanwhile will be assembled, to be 
ready if the damage is reported as 
widespread, 

Col. E. H. Perry or Col. Matthew 
Reasoner will go to the “bombing” 
scene to serve as liaison man with 
the Communications Center and 
the Army. Dr. Theodore P.

F. in Europe, I 
was still in Belfast when Prime 
Minister Eamon de Valera pro- 
tested against the arrival of Amer- 
ican troops on Irish soil. 

I was just about to embark 
upon a sentimental journey to Hire 
to visit the birthplace of my ma- 
— grandmother, Joanna Crow- 
ey. — 

And this did not seem a very 
auspicious time for an American 
to embark upon a sentimental 
journey to Eire! Subsequently, 
however, I made the journey. It 
was an education in itself. At 
least, I left Eire feeling that I 
understood some of the problems 
confronting a small neutral nation 
trying to steer a course between 
the Devil and the deep blue sea. 

This misunderstanding between 
the United States and Wire is, I 
believe, predicated on two things: 
First, the average  American’s 
complete ignorance of Eire’s in- 
temnal political situation and, sec- 
ond, the grim determination of 
this small nation to remain neu- 
tral and retain the naval bases on 
which her neutrality. so largely 
depends, — 

In conversations with the politi- 
cal leaders of Eire, including the 
heads of the Irish Free State, and 
with citizens in every walk of 
life, I was told that: 

1, Eire will defend her neutral- 
ity and her bases from encroach- 
mem by any and all belligerents. 

2. Eire will not yield the bases 
to America any more quickly than 
to Great Britain or Germany. 

3. Eire wants no part of this 
war which she views as a war of 
two imperialisms. 

4. Eire is not pro-German, The 
British press itself agrees with 
Prime Minister de Valera’s esti- 
mate that from 80 to 90 per cent 
of the people sympathize with the 
Allied cause. 

5. Eire distrusts both Great 
Britain and Prime Minister 
Churchill from traditional causes. 


6. Hire is, prepared to deal stern-

partition of Ireland. Time and 
again while I was in LBire, 


“We are forced occasionally to 
recognize the de facto status of 
partition, but never, never the de 
jure position.” 

In other words, Eire occasional- 
ly must recognize the fact of par- 
tition, but never does she recog- 
nize either the right or justice of 
partition. To Eire, Ireland is an 
inseparable and indissoluble whole 
in which the partition may be en- 
dured but never condoned. 


For 20 years, De Valera has 
worked for the union of North and 
South Ireland, denying the de jure 
status of partition. If he had per- 
mitted the arrival of American 
troops in Ulster to go unchal- 
lenged, it would have been a denial 
of everything to which he has de- 
voted his political life. 

Indeed, it is not too much to say 
that De Valera’s political future 
hinged on a strong protest against 
the arrival in Ulster of American 
soldiers. Certainly during my days 
in Hire, I talked to no one who 
was not 100 per cent behind the 
Prime Minister in his protest. - 

“You wouldn’t stand for the 
landing of foreign troops on Amer- 
ican soil, would you?” LEire pa- 
triots asked me time and again. 

And when I answered “No,” 
they inevitably added: . 

“Then you know how we feel 
about your troops in North Ire- 
land.”

HEY say there is a shortage of 
T scrap iron, steel and other met- 
als right now. 

One of the best steel men I 
know predicts we will make be- 
tween four and five million fewer 
tons of steel in 1942 than in 1941, 
because of shortage of ore and 
scrap. : 

Of course he is talking about the 
visible supply only. There is no 
way of getting good figures on any- 
thing else. But, considering the 
tremendous mountains of steel we 
have produced over the years that 
seems a strange state of affairs. 

Did you ever pass a_ typical 
and not see an 
abandoned steel plow or rake or 
binder or some other implement 
pulled off into a corner of some 
field and left there to rust its 
shape away? Usually in addition 
there is a yard full of similar junk 
cut behind the barn or wagon 
sheds. American farmers are un- 
usually careless in this regard, 


Many Possible Sources. 


How about the miles of aban- 
G€oned railroads which have be- 
come little more than twin streams 
of rust on half-forgotten rights-of- 
way—or dozens of other sources 
such as automobile junk yards, or- 
namental iron fences that are no 
longer ornamental, useless iron 
and steel on houses of the early 
Gen. Grant period, and so forth? 

Of course, it is true that some of 
the most salable of this has been 
culled over by junk men who have 
easy access to it and can drive 
good bargains. But you need only 
to glance around to know that tons 
of it still remain. 

When I was a kid, one of our 
principal sources of revenue was 
this kind of stuff and old buffalo 
bones obtained at great toil and 
sold at little profit—but enough of 
it would pay for a circus ticket. In 
today’s much greater and more ur- 
gent problem, the first thing to do 
is to find out if there is enough of 
this stuff to consider, where it is 
and to organize to go and get it. 

For that we already have an 
ideal setup really longing for some- 
thing to do to help win the war— 
‘the Boy Scouts. Like everything 
else that has been written in this 
piece, all this is largely conjecture, 
but the chances are good that, if 
this job were turned over to these

Scrap gathered in this way 
would probably cost more than 


the market, but we are reaching a 
point—if we have not passed it — 
where cost is only one-consideration 
and not the greatest one at that.

I hope he hasn't for- 
gotten that, in this new day of 


‘power farming — tractors, wheat- 


land plows, header-combines, three- 
row cultivators and the like—there 
is hardly a farm in this country 
that is not “over-engined for its 
beam”—which means that it has 
100 to 500 per cent more equipment 
than is necessary to get out its 
normal production. 

If that equipment and the lessen- 
ing supply of man power were 
pooled on the “Mount Gilead, Ohio 
plan” discussed here a few days 
ago, there is almost no forseeable 
limit to which we could not go in 
increasing production, even on 4 
constantly decreasing supply of 
man power. 

What we need is a little more 
ingenuity anj imagination and 
using what we have—as the Japs 
have done—and a little less arbi- 
trary swashbuckling “taking it out 
of the hides” of the American con- 
sumer, which is about all we have 
seen to date.

Great-grandson of Commodore 
Vanderbilt and third to bear the 
name of the founder of the family 
fortune, he chose to forego control 
of the family’s vast railroad and 
other interests, his rightful inheri- 
tance, and carve out a career of 
his own. 

He won fame as an inventor, 
engineer, soldier, business man and 
financier. He devised improve- 
ments for locomotives, started New 
York’s first subway, and was di- 
rector of railroad, insurance and 
other corporations. 

Break With Family. 

When still a student at Yale Uni- 
versity Sheffield Scientific School, 
he defied his father and married 
Miss Grace Wilson in 1896. 
When the parent died in 1899, the 
son was cut off with one million 
dollars. The bulk of the estate of 
80 millions went to a brother, Al- 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt, who died 
in the Lusitania disaster in 1915. 

Alfred, before 1915, gave his elder 
brother $6,500,000 so that his share 
would equal that of the other 
brothers and sisters, but the family 
breach was not closed until 1926, 
when Cornelius and his wife spent 
the summer in the Vanderbilt 
home in Newport. It was their 
first stay there since their mar- 
riage. 

His Military Career. 

He loved railroads and boats, 
but was proudest of his military 
career. This he started by enlist- 
ing in the Eighth Infantry, New 
York National Guard, in 1901. 

When the United States entered 
the first World War, he went to 
France as commander of the 102d 
Engineers. He saw action, part of 
it in the battle of Ypres. He won 
the Distinguished Service Medal 
of the United States, the Belgian 
Croix de Guerre, Britain’s Ypres 
medal and was made a Knight 
Commander of the Order of the 
Crown of Belgium and commander 
of the French Legion of Honor. 
He held the rank of Brigadier 
General in the United States Army 
Reserve. 

Survivors include two children, 
Cornelius Jr., a newspaper and 
magazine writer, and Grace.

Liquidation Forced by Lack 
of Exotic Vintages 
and Viands,

Bon Vivant, established nine 
years ago for connoisseurs of im- 
ported vintages and yviands is a 
war casualty. Already its shelves 
of delicacies, at 394 North Euclid 
avenue, are almost barren. Within 
a few days liquidation will have 
been completed and the proprie- 
tors, Barney and Clarence Maloy, 
will shut up shop “for the dura- 
tion.” : 

The Christmas ‘season, Barney 
Maloy told a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter yesterday, was the beginning 


of the end, with shortages, substi- 
tutes and rising prices affording a 
gloomy outlook for purveyors of 
fine food and drink. 

‘Only a trickle of imports was 
coming through then,” Maloy said, 
“but even that has virtually 
stopped now. What few supplies 
from abroad are obtainable now 
are so sporadic and expensive that 
it doesn’t warrant staying in busi- 
ness. Besides, prices are prohibi- 
tive. And, after all, a luxury trade 
is hardly consistent with this coun- 
try’s all-out war effort.” 

A few months ago, more than 
100 varieties of fine French and 
German wines were included in a 
stock which could not be replen- 
ished. Perhaps 40 varieties, some 
represented by but a single bottle, 
are left. The Maloys, whose pota- 
bles constituted the profitdble bulk 
of their business, fear it will be 
several years after the war before 
vineyards, some torn up, have been 
re-established. 

Chartreuse, Cointreau, Benedic- 
tine and Grand Marnier are col- 
lecter’s items today. Once selling 
for about $4 a bottle, they brought 
$12 at Christmas time. Champagnes 
of fine quality are as rare. 

Imported delicacies, suitable for 
hors d’oeuvre, are, for all practical 
purposes, but pleasant memories. 
Foreign cheeses, with flavors all 
their own, are few and far be- 
tween, though some acceptable 
American and Canadian substitutes 
have been found for certain varie- 
ties.

HAT is true of labor, indus- 
try and organized agriculture 
is also true of the Government it- 
self—of Congress, of the depart- 
ments and of the bureaus. There 
is little evidence, for example, that 
all the members of Congress have 
begun to grasp the fact that in the 
face of the enemy it is unpardon- 
able to make irresponsible, unin- 
formed speeches, and dangerous 
mischief to harass with trifles the 
President and his heavily laden ad- 
ministration.

Yet until all these pre-war pat- 
terns are broken down and 
scrapped, or at least pushed out 
of doors for the duration, there 
wil] be no deep unity among the 
people and their vital energies, 
now aroused to the bursting point, 
will be throttled down disastrously 
and dangerously. 


NDEED, this purge of the sepa- 

rated interests of each of us is 
the inward condition of an irresti- 
ble and: triumphant offensive 
against our enemies. Only a dedi- 
cated nation can move forward; 
otherwise it will fight on the de- 
fensive against its enemies be- 
cause at home each man is still 
fighting to defend his private po- 
sition. 

The dedication of MacArthur’s 
men is the secret of the mystery 
at Bataan: his men are fighting 
for their country’s cause, not for 
their bank accounts, a new auto- 
mobile, their post-war business, or 
seniority in a Government bureau. 
They have staked everything and, 
having nothing to !ose, they now 
have a world to win. They walk 
by -faith, not by sight. And so 
must we all walk, knowing that 
we must be better men than we 
ever dreamed of being, seeking a 
righteousness that exceeds the 
righteousness of the scribes and 
pharisees.

of insulin, if he follows the rules. 
Dr. Crane, I have heard that dia-- 
betics suffer excruciating pain 
’ when they die. Is that true? And 
does diabetes make a man sterile 
so he cannot have children?”

DIAGNOSIS: Diabetes often 
actually adds years to a-person’s 
life! That statement sounds sur- 
prising, but it is true. For a per- 
son who is brought up abruptly 
during early adulthood with the 
realization that he must order his 
life intelligently thereafter, even 
to the extent of following a sane 
diet, may cansequently live such a healthful life that his ail- 
ment turn into good life insurance. It is true, of course, that 
diabetes also shortens life if the victims do not hold themselves 
under control. Many patients can confine their blood sugar 
level within normal limits, simply by following a diet. And by 
“diet” we physicians don't mean that these individuals starve 
themselves or become chronic martyrs at the dinner table. 
Their dieting simply consists of prudence and _ self-restraint, 
which most of us Americans sadly lack. It is truly stated that 
we dig our graves with our tecoth:

THE PANCREAS 1s A giand in the human abdomen which 
has two types of secreting cells. One kind produces a digestive 
juice which flows along a duct or tube that empties into the 
intestine. The other cells have no drain pipes, so to speak, but 
are called ductiess. They exude their secretion directly into the 
blood. And this secretion is insulin. These insulin cells are 
grouped in more than a million tiny colonies throughout the 
rest of the pancreatic gland and form Islands of Langerhans. 
Why they go haywire and curtail their output of insulin or 
cease manufacturing it altogether, we are not certain. It may 
be due to infection or failure to ingest some necessary food 
chemical, such as.the vitamins. The body must have insulin, 
however, in order to utilize the food necessary for life. So we 
inject the extra quantity by hypodermic syringe, if a moderate

He was 
getting ready for religious services 
when the Japs arrived. He went 
immediately to an anti-aircraft gun 
and started shooting, and in the 
heat of the fight he was heard to 
remark: 


“Praise the Lord and pass the 
ammunition.

This chaplain deserves a medal, 
but so does the editor who passed 
his utterance for publication in 
Time magazine, with the final 
epithet .spelled out and not half- 
concealed through the use of 
blanks, as it is in my copy.

That, said Professor Sumner, was 
poppycock. Ethan Allen was a 
rough, tough, profane map. He > 
was a giant in staturé “and 
scarcely short of a. cannibal in 
habits and disposition.” When he 
was imprisoned in England, people 
came to see him as they -might 


‘visit a wild beast in the zoo. On 
one occasion, his biographer re- 
ports, a visitor threw a tenpenny 


nail at Allen. He picked it off the 


floor and bit it in half. 

Such a man, said Prof. Sumner, 
wouldn’t likely get flowery when 
it came to demanding surrender of 
Ticonderoga. What he probably 
did say, according to the Professor, 
was: 

“Open up here, you-—!” 

I hope he said it and I hope the 
preacher at Pearl Harbor said it.

VIRGINIA, Iil., March 2. 
HEY call her the little old sun- 
bonnet lady. She is little and 
old, as years are counted, 
though her spirit is young. She 
makes sunbonnets and she has 


everything that it takes to make - 


a lady. .Anybody in Virginia will 
— you that. 

or more than 90 years Mrs, 
Anna Ruby has lived hereabouts, 
tranquil and contented, known only 
to her neighbors until the Mlinois 
Division of Old Age Assistance 
‘gave her fame. She had been of- 
fered aid and had accepted only 


what she needed over and above. 


what she could earn with her bon- 
nets. Then rs wore a path 
to her door to buy her bonnets and 
letters came*from far away. But 
now her eyes aré dim and her bon- 
ne ing days are nearly over. 


Nothing could be simpler than 
the story that the little old sun- 
bonnet lady tells to a stranger who 
comes to her door on a winter day 
—the simple story of a woman who 
has lived 94 years and now, alone 
in the world, counts her blessings 
and finds fo fault except that her 
eyes have gone dim and she can 
make but few bonnets any more, 
Save for that she is satisfied. 


She is simplicity itself and tidi- 
ness personified as she sits in her 
high-backed rocking chair, dressed 
as though for callers, although ex- 
pecting none, a cap on her 
smoothed hair, a tiny-figured apron 
over her dark dress, a ribbon at 
her throat, alert, kindness twink- 
ling from her fading gray-blue 
eyes, She was “born and raised” 
on a Cass County farm eight miles 
west of here. There were two sis- 
ters and a brother. She cherishes 
most the memory of the hymns 
that they sang to comfort their 
invalid mother when her days were 
numbered, hymns that she sings 
now in her loneliness and is com- 
forted in her turn. 


She was 12 when her mother 
died. In due time she married. 
As a farmer's wife, the sunbonnets 
that she made were the envy of 
other farmers’ wives. In mid-life 
she and her husband left the farm 
and came to a town cottage to live. 
There was a garden. When she 
tended the flowers, she wore one 
of the bonnets that she had made 
and the neighbor woman said it 
was the prettiest bonnet that they 
had seen, conscious that it was 
made prettier by the sunny face 
that it shaded. It pleased her to 
hear them say that. Making bon- 
nets in her spare time, she told 


them, was what she liked best to do. 


She was not one, she said, to sit in 
the house and do nothing. 
It was Mrs. Lucy Steinkamp who 


put it into her*head to make more 
bonnets than she could wear and 
sell them to women who could not 
make their own, or could not make 
such pretty ones, She would be the 
first to buy one, she said, and she 
knew that there were other women 
who would buy. 


That was the beginning of what 


might be called Mrs. Ruby’s bonnet 
business, although she never called 
it that. It got so that no Virginia 
woman who worked in her garden 


phould see the- bonnets that 
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or among her flowers, as most of 
them did, felt properly dressed up 
unless she wore one of Mrs. Ruby’s 
bonnets, as gaily colored as the 
brightest flowers. Some of them, 
on sunny days, wore their bonnets 
when they went shopping around 
the courthouse square. Framing the 
faces of their wearers they gave a 
touch of cha#m that was unstudied, 
or seemed so, and storekeepers, as 
they beamed across their counters, 
took occasion to say: “That’s one 
of Miss Annie’s bonnets, isn’t it?” 

“Yes. Pretty isn’t it?” 

“Pretty as a picture.” 

If, not unlikely, the compliment 
was meant to include the wearer, 
no harm was done, 

The fame of the bonnets spread 
to other towns — “My dear, you 
the

ginia, they’re lovely.” 

A woman came from Ashland 
to see for herself, and bought one, 
and persuaded Mrs. Ruby to let her 
take some along to sell to her 
friends, so that in the matter of 
bonnets Ashland would not be too 
far behind Virginia.

N Gin Rummy, the game ends 
when either player reaches & 
100-point score. Usually, on the 
way to these 100 points, the lead 
will see-saw back and forth. That 
is one of the fascinating things 


about the game; most scores are 


fairly close. Any card game in 
which one player or the other 
is likely to get a commanding 
lead, so that the remainder is 4 
dull play-off, has little chance to 
become popular.

If she doesn’t 
find them in the small-print book, 
she finds them in her memory. 
Then, for her own comfort, she 
sings in her heart another song 
from another book — “God Will 
Take Care of You.” . 

When the day of life is done and 
the little old sunbonnet lady is 
gone there will still be bonnets in 
Virginia gardens as bright as 
spring flowers, for she made them 
to last and be worn in remem- 
brance of her. 


New Income Tax Form

This is the sceond of six articles on 
the filing of income tax. returns. 


WASHINGTON, March 2. 


HE simplified tax return form 
T 01a is a slick remedy for that 

income tax-figuring headache, 
but it may cost you more money 
than if you use the old form 1040. 

The simplified form allows auto- 
matically for average deductions 
in the $3000-or-less income brackets. 
But your allowable deductions, 
which include interest, taxes, loss- 
es from fire, theft, bad debts, etc., 
may be considerably higher than 
the average in your income brack- 
et. If they total $150 or more you 
probably will save money by using 
the old form. 

Take the case of Jim Jones, mar- 
ried and with one dependent child. 
He has an earned income of $2500 
and $200 deduction for interest on 
a house he is paying for. Under 
the simplified form his tax is $45. 
Under the old form, it is $30.80. 
He would save $14.20 by using the 
latter. 

If his deductions amounted to 
$100 he would still save $4.60 by 
using the old form. On the other 
hand, if his deductions totaled only 
$40, he would be $1.16 ahead by 
using the abbreviated form, which 
is much easier to fil) out, 

If Jim were sipgie, earned $2500 
and had deductions of $100, he 
would pay $8.40 less under the new 
form: Generally speaking married 
men, particularly those with one 
ore more dependents and substan- 
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tial deductions, will fare better 


under the old form. 


The new form is a boon for the 


newlywed taxpayer. If you were 
married late in December, even the 
last day, the full exemption as head 
of a family is automatically pro- 
vided. A proportional exemption 
is allowed under the old form for 
persons married during the income 
year, but those married less than 
a month get only the single-man’s 
$750 exemptions. 

It works the other way if a de- 
pendent dies during the year or 
otherwise ceases to be a depen- 
dent. Under the new form, taxpay- 
ers get deductions only fdr those 
who were dependents on the last 
day of 1941. Under the old form, a 
proportional part of the $400 exem- 
ption can be taken.

It has been studied in the 
present century with the most ex- 
act scientific methods so that every 
detail of its action is well known. 
In cases of heart. failure with 
dropsy and shortness of breath, 
its actions J — specific. 

IN DIGESTIVE disturbances we 
also have drugs that can do nearly 
anything. We can stop the over- 
active motions of the digestive 
tract for instance in diarrhoea, or 
we can stir them into activity 
when they are sluggish, with ca- 
thartics. 

In stomach disease proper, we 
depend more on remedies which 
have a local action rather than 
general. This probably is because 
the commonest forms of stomach 
discomfort are due to increased 
secretions of the gastric juice. 
Since the gastric juice is largely 
composed of acid, we can apply an 
alkali to neutralize it. We have 
a great many. prime examples of 
these alkalis such as sodium bicar- 
bonate, calcium carbonate and the 
newer aluminum hydroxide. 

Our prepared pepsin is able to 
change 3000 times its weight in egg 
albumin into soluble protein. “What 
a wonderful remedy to have no use 
in medicine!” exclaimed a pharma- 


cologist. Yet the fact is that pep- 


sin is a superfluous remedy. The 

same is true of pancreatic extract 

and other digestive ferments.
